NEAR LOS ANGELES

Many Injured by Falling

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 22.— 
Six persons were killed, many were 
injured, brush and forest fires 
broke out in several sections and 
heavy property damage was caused 
today by a terrific wind storm that 
swept Southern California. The 
wind reached a velocity of 85 miles 


jan hour. 


In Los Angeles, the fire depart- 
ment answered 80 alarms between 
8a.m.and3p.m,. Ata late hour 
a threatening fire started on the 
slopes of Mount Wilson and fire 
fichters were drafted from Sierra 
Madre and Alta Dena. 

The dead: 

Mrs. Lewis L. Dewey, 
old, Pasadena, blown 
brick wall. 

Charles Davis, San Bernardino, 
County Forest Service dispatch 
rider, killed on his way to a brush 
fire in Waterman Canyon when 
his motorcycle collided with an 
automobile in a dust storm.

Richard W. Lyons, 30, Hunting- 
ton Park, and Mrs. Polly Morrison, 
56, killed in an automobile crash 
in Riverside county in dust storm. 

Luis Merenda, 13, Colton, elec- 
trocuted when wind blew down a 
60,000 volt wire. 

Many others were injured by 
falling trees and flying debris. 

Just at dusk the wind completely 
demolished the old Mack Sennett 
motion picture studio, one of the 
first in Los Angeles. 

Small boats moored off nearby 
beaches and at Catalina Island were 
endangered and a Coast Guard 
cutter was sent to search for three 
men reported missing in a small 
boat off Reondo Beach, 

At Los Angeles harbor 6000 
Naval and merchant sailors were 
marooned ashore, unable to rach 
their ships in the outer harbor. 
At Cabrillo Beach, near the 
harbor, several small power boats 
and yawls were swept ashore 
or against the breakwater. 

In many instances automobiles 
were literally blown from the high- 
ways. 

Several brush fires were raging 
at various points, one a very seri- 
ous blaze in Waterman Canyon. 

Wind damage at Pasadena and 
Altadena was estimated by police 
and fire officials at $250,000. 

Airplane service throughout 
Southern California was virtually 
at a standstill.

CLEARING PLAZA 
SITES AT ONE 


Has Obtained Legal Opin- 
ions on Subject Appar- 
ently Favorable — Work 
to Cost $40,000. 


COMPTROLLER NOLTE 
OPPOSED PROPOSAL 


Wanted Buildings to Re- 
main on Memorial Land 
Until City Was Ready to 
Erect New Structures. 


, Following much recent discus- 
sion of the supposed desirability of 
clearing the sites of Aloe Plaza, 
opposite Union Station, and Mem- 
orial Plaza, in the City Hall dis- 
trict, although the city has no 
money with which to improve 
them, Mayor Miller yesterday let 
it be known that he would have 
the buildings removed forthwith if 
the action proved to be legally pos- 
sible for him. 

The Mayor said he was not ready 
to disclose what opinion he had 
received from the Law Department 
but it was learned that it stated 
that the city might proceed with 
the razing of buildings on prop- 
erty to which it now holds deeds, 
including all but three lots. This 
procedure may be authorized by 
the Board of Public Service and it 
appears probable that the Mayor 
will instruct this body, composed 
of five of his appointees, to clear

the sites with the exception of the 


have not been deeded to the city. 
Title Within Few Weeks. 

By proceeding with work only 
on property to which the city holds 
a deed, any possibility of a rever- 
sion to former owners is precluded 
should the property ever be put to 
other use. However, it is expected 
that title to all of. both sites will 
be obtained within the pext few 
weeks. 

One city official said that he fa- 
vored razing only vacant buildings, 
not disturbing those now occupied 
and providing revenue to the city. 
He suggested that this probably 
would be the decision of the Board 
of Public Service as far as imme- 
diate action is concerned. 


A resolution calling for removal 
of the structures is pending in the 
Board of Aldermen. There has 
been much talk recently of the ad- 
visability of doing this work in or- 
der to relieve unemployment, -but 
officials do not think more than 
100 or 200 men would be needed 
for it, for a comparatively short 
period. The discussion has become 
ore, partly of desire on the part 
of the public to see something 
physically tangible done towards 
establishing the two plazas, for 
sites of which bonds were voted 
in 1923. 

Until yesterday, Mayor Miller 
had insisted, in conversations with 
reporters, that he had no inten- 
tion of doing anything about the 
plazas at this time. It had been 
taken for granted at City Hall that 
Comptrolled Nolte had charge of 
real estate belonging to the city, 
and Nolte has opposed clearing 
Memorial Plaza, the larger of the 
two, because of a comparatively 
small net income from rents the 
city was receiving on old buildings 
and the absence of a fund to im- 
prove the place. 

“I¢ Wasn’t Due to Threats.” 


About five or six days ago, the 
Mayor said yesterday, he _ re- 
quested opinions from the City 
Law Department as to what city 
official had authority to wreck 
the buildings and whether | there 
were any legal obstacles in the way 
of razing those on the 85 per cent 
of the ground in Memorial Plaza 
and the whole Aloe Plaza, except 
two lots, which the city has ac- 
quired already by direct purchase. 
Asked why he had changed his at- 
titude on the plaza question at this 
time, Mayor Miller said: “It 
wasn't due to threats,” He would 
not say what it was due to but 
threatened that the buildings 
would not come down if pressure 
on him was continued: 

Miller does not know how much 
it would cost to wreck the numer- 
ous structures, many of which are 
old and dingy, and he remarked, 
“T have nothing to do with the 
money for that,” indicating that it 
would be for the Comptroller to 
provide the cash. The Mayor’s of- 
fice thinks it would cost $40,000 
or more for the work and the re- 
moval contractor would take the 
desirable salvage, too. It was 
pointed out at City Hall that the 
salvage market is poor, precluding 
the likelihood that anyone would

FLYER FALLS 14,000 FEET 
IN TAILSPIN, AVERTS CRASH 


Lieut. C. P. Talbot Tells of Thrill- 
ing Experience Over Wa- 
satch Mountains.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Nov. 
22.—A story of a thrilling fight 
with fog over the Wasatch Moun- 
tains, with a tailspin from a height 
of 14,000 feet out of which he 
righted his plane near the ground, 
was related today by Lieut. Clar- 
ence P. Talbot, commander of the 
329th Observation Squadron, sta- 
tioned here. 

Flying to Salt Lake City from 
Denver Talbot became lost in a 
heavy fog and climbed to a 14,000 
foot elevation to getfover Mount 
Timpanogos, one of the highest 
peaks in the range. 

“When I neared the Timpanogos 
the plane went into a spin,’ he 
said. “I made an attempt to jump, 
but the centrifugal force ef the 
spinning plane glued me in the 
seat so I couldn't move. After 
dropping about 10,000 feet the fog 
thinned and I saw the side of 
Mount Timpanogos flashing past.

PROLONGED FIGHT 
FOR IDEA FORESEEN 


Cleveland Meeting Dec. 4 
Called to Work Out De- 
tails—26-Day Month AIl- 
ternate Proposal. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—Represen- 
tatives of five major railway broth- 
erhoods agreed today, after near- 
ly two weeks of conference, to Bup- 
port a proposal for a six-hour day 
as a means of relieving unemploy- 
ment in the ranks of rail workers. 


/ From statements earlier in the 
conference here, it was understood 
that the wage scale now in force 
for an 8-hour day would be con- 
tinued under the proposal for the 
six-hour day. 

A. F. Whitney, president of the 
brotherhood of Railroad ‘Train- 
men, made the announcement on 
behalf of his colleagues.. At the 
same time, a formal statement was 
issued, presaging a general confer- 
ence of interests involved, to dis- 
cuss the shortened day and other 
proposed emergency measurés. 

A meeting is to be held at Cleve- 
land Dec. 4 to work out plans for 
the conference. A long contest be- 
fore definite decision on the pro- 
posed change in working hours can 
be made, was anticipated by the 
brotherhood executives. They ad- 
journed after announcing their ac- 
tion. 

The formal announcement said: 
“Representatives ot the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men, Conductors, Order of Railway 
Enginemen and Switchmen’'s Union 
of North America, who have been 
in session here to consider the un- 
employment — situation, shorter 
work day and other subjects af- 
fecting railroad transportation, ad- 
journed today after appointing a 
sub-committee of each organiza- 
tion with the chief executives to 
arrange a general conference of in- 
terests involved for the purpose of 
discussing, and, if possible, agree- 
ing, upon measures of relief for the 
employes and upon a comprehen- 
sive program looking to the pro- 
tection of the railroad industry as 
a whole. 

“The chief executives have been 
authorized to take immediate steps 
to arrange forthe proposed confer- 
ence, and will meet at Cleveland on 
Dec. 4, for this purpose.”’ 

Seven men from each brother- 
hood were named to make up the 
sub-committee. The Cleveland 
meeting, it was indicated, would 
attempt to dispose of a proposal 
for a proposed 26-day month, 
which had been suggested as an 
alternative. The seven  brother- 
hoods claim a membership of 350,- 
000 out of 1,500,000 in the 21 
unions numbering railwaymen. 

After the Cleveland conference, 
Whitney said, proposals for a 
changed working-day would be 
submitted to railway executives. If 
these executives refused to act, the 
matter would go to the Federal 
mediation board. If no action came 
from that body, the president 
would be called upon to appoint an 
emergency arbitration board. Lack- 
ing a decision there, Congress 
would be called in. 

These steps would be taken in 
accordance with the revised rail- 
way laws. 


CAPITAL'S NEGRO POPULATION 
GROWS FASTER THAN WHITE 


Former Show 20 Pct. Increase, 
Latter 8 Pct. Increase; More 
Women Than Men.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 22.—Wom- 
en continue to outnumber men in 
the nation’s capital, and the Negro 
population has’ been growing fast- 
er than the white. 

Race, color and sex statistics of 
the 1930 census announced today 
by the Census Bureau for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, showed 1000 
women here to every 909 men, as 
compared with 848 men to every 
1000 women in 19290, 

Negroes show a 20.1 per cent in-. 
crease, compared with an 8.3 per 
cent increase in the number of 
whites. There now are 132,068 Ne- 
groes as compared with 109,966 10 
years ago. They comprise 27.1 per 
cent of the total population, as 
compared with 25.1 per cent 10 
years ago. The white population 
numbers 353,914, an tncrease of 
27.054 in the 10 years as compared 
with a 22.102 increase in the num- 
ber of Negroes. Ten years ago 
Washington had the third 
Negro population of any city in the :

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Museum’s Fifth Reynolds Painting 


THE subject is the Honorable and 
D. D., Archbishop of York and Chancellor of the Order of the Garter. 


Most Reverend Robert Drummond, 


$100,000 Reynolds Portrait 
Given to City Art Museum 


Painting, Donated by James F. Ballard, 
Retired Capitalist, Is of Robert Drum- 
mond, Archbishop of York. 


The gift to the City Art Museum | 
of an important portrait by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, the most promi- 
nent figure in thé English school 
of painting, was announced yester- 
day by the Board of Control. Esti- 
mates of the value of the work 
range as high as $100,000. 

The donor was James F. Bal- 
lard, retired capitalist, who gave 
his $250,000 collection of 70 Ori- 
ental rugs to the Art Museum last 
year. Eight years ago he gave a 
$410.000 rug collection to the Met- 
ropolitan Museum in New York. 

The portrait, acquired by Bal- 
lard many years ago, is that of the 
Honorable and Most Reverend 
Robert Drummond, D. D., Arch- 
bishop of York and Chancellor of 
the Order of the Garter. It is re- 
garded as an unusually fine and 
decorative example of the work of 
Reynolds and is catalogued on 
page 237 of Sir Walter Armstrong's 
work on Reynolds. 

Three-Quarter Length. 

It was in 1764 that the Arch- 
biship sat in Reynolds’ famed stu- 
dio at 47 Leicester Square London, 
opened four years earijer. The 
painting is 60 by 40 inches, show- 
ing him at three-quarter length, 
dressed in the blue velvet robe of 
the Chancellor ofthe Order of the 
Garter and the white silk gown. of 
the Archbishop. Additional color 
is added by the gold-decorated 
purse of the Lord High Almoner, 
held in the left hand, a twisted 
cord of gold and blue, a gold chain 
suspending a red cross and the gold 


garter buckle with its lettering, | 


“Honi soit qui mal y pense.” the 
motto of the Order of the Garter, 
“Evil to him who thinks evil.” 


The portrait hangs in gallery 16 
and is the fifth Reynolds on dis- 
play at the Art Museum. Two oth- 
ers, of John Julius Angerstein and 
Admiral Samuel Barrington, were 
purchased in 1922. Portraits of 
Sir James Esdaile and Mrs. 
Charles Ogilvie, the .property of 
Washington University, have been 
lent to the museum. 


The painter, born in 1723, was a 
pupil of Thomas Hudson but he 
was influenced greatly by his visit 
to Italy in 1749, where he spent 
three years in study of Titian, Ver- 
onese and other Italian masters. 
When George III organized the 
the Royal Academy in 1768, KRey- 
nolds became its president, and he 
was knighted a year later. He died 
in 1792 and was buried in 8t. 
Paul’s. 

Bit of Rare Carpet. 


The gift of the portrait was ac- 
companied by a fragment of a rare 
Ispahan carpet, measuring 44 by 
59 inches and dating, probably, 
from the sixteenth century. Al- 
though much worn, it retains its 
color and design characterizing 
early Persian rugs and it is regard- 
ed as a valuable addition to a study 
collection. 

Other gifts announced include an 
early American hooked rug, pre- 
sented by Horace M. Swope, and a 
Royal Crown Derby cup and saucer 
and two Sevres cups and saucers, 
one of which bears the monogram 
of Louis Philippe, given by Mrs. 
George O. Carpenter.

Philadelphia Pair Admit Murder 

Pilot to Get $2000 on 
Solicitor’s Life.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov, 22. — 
Mrs. Clarence Grace Prophet and 
her brother, Harold Williams, 
police announced tonight, confessed 
having killed William F. Prophet, 
the woman’s husband, to obtain

Prophet, 49 years old, an adver- 
tising solicitor, was shot to death 
in the bedroom of his home, early 
today. In notifying police of her 
busband’s death, Mrs. Prophet de- 
clared he had been attacked by a 
man, apparently a robber, who es- 
caped. 

According to police, Mrs. Pro- 
phet, 33, and Williams said they 
had planned the killing two weeks 
ago. Williams, the police said, 
was to receive $500 of the insur- 
ance money. He visited the 
Prophet home last night and left, | 
they said, after obtaining a key. 

Reconstructing the shooting, po- 
lice said Williams entered the 
house about 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing, went to the room where 
Prophet slept, struck him on the 
jaw and then shot him as he 
grappled with his absallant. After 


900 HOUSES FELL IN QUAKE

MURDER OF 


TWO GUNMEN 
IN AUTO LAID 
TO REPRISALS 


Lester Barth and Dewey 
Goebel Known to Have 
Been Suspected by For- 
mer Cuckoo Pals of Part 

_ in Illinois Killings. 


TRAPPED BY FIVE » 
MACHINE GUNNERS 


Thought to Have Been 
Waiting for $1000 ‘‘Pay- 
off” When Men in An- 
other Car Fired Hundreds 
of Shots at Them. 


The criminal careers of Lester 
Barth and Dewey Goebel, notorious 
gunmen, extortionists and insep- 
arable pals, came to a sudden end 
yesterday in a storm of machine 
gun fire. 

Trapped at Columbia and Mack- 
lind avenues at 10:25 a. m,. they 
were relentlessly pursued for two 
blocks, kept in the merciless fire 
of three machine gunners until 
their automobile, with a dying man 
at the wheel and another beside 
him, finally jumped a curb and 
came to a stop in front of 2225 
Macklind avenue, 

From underworld sources the 


police learned that Barth and Goe- 
bel had an appointment to meet a 
Sicilian bootlegger yesterday on 
“The Hill,” not far from the scene 
of the attack. The bootlegger was 
said to have agréed to pay them 
$1000 demanded by them, but the 
presumption was that he had sum- 
moned a squad of machine gun- 
ners to pay off the extortionists in- 
stead of paying therh in the money 
they had demanded. 

Whether or not they were on 
their way to the appointment when 
they were shot has not been deter- 
mined. A few minutes before, 
however, they had purchased a 
quantity of groceries at a store 
nearby, as was their daily cus- 
tom, and possibly they were on 
their way to Barth's home at 2165 
Sulphur avenue, eight blocks from 
the scene, when they were at- 
tacked. 

In volume of fire, the attack on 
the gangsters probably has not 
been equaled in St. Louis gang his~ 
tory. Hundreds of shots were fired, 
and after the murderers had driv- 
en away, children scurried into the 
streets to pick up the shells ejected 
by the machine guns. 

Unable to Escape Attack. 

Unarmed and with their only 
hope of safety in flight, Barth and 
Goebel were taken s0 completely 
by surprise that their automobile 
never attained a brisk speed in 
their effort to get away from the 
machine gunners, 

The dying men weretaken from 
the car after the assassins had 
driven away. Fourteen bullets had 
torn through the body of the ma- 
chine, and others had smashed out 
the rear window. Machine-gun 
slugs had ripped through two boxes 
of groceries in the car, scattering 
coffee, salt and sugag about.

European capitals heard reports

The action was wnexpected, be- 
cause a similar petition was dis- 
missed earlier in the day by Cir- 
cuit Judge Lashly, when complaints 
of mismanagement and preferen- 
tial payment of creditors were 
withdrawn. Mrs. Wurdeman’s pe- 
tition, filed by her husband's law 
firm, Wurdeman, Stevens & Hoe- 
ster, was received by Judge Mutloy 
in the afternoon, after the usual 
Saturday closing hour of court. 
Judge Mulloy issued an order to 
show cause against officials of the 
company, returnable next Satur- 
day. Ralph's bond was fixed at 
$50,000, and his law partner, John 
Haiey, was appointed counsel for 
the temporary receiver. 
The suit is identical with that 
dismissed by Judge Lashly with 
the exception of the change in the 
name of the petitioner. Mrs. Wur- 
deman states that she is the holder 
of 30 shares of stock. The allega- 
tions, as in the first suit, are that 
the company h1s been mismanaged 
and is being operated by a com- 
mittee acting for preferred credi- 
tors.

London Banking Keview Expects 
This to Aid Business Recovery 
in Time.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—J. Henry 
Schroder & Co., London banking 
firm, says in its quarterly review

VETERAN WINS $20,872 


IN SUIT AGAINST U. 5. 


Patrick B. Brennan, Ex-Marine, 
Was Wounded in Belleau 
Wood Battle. 


Patrick B. Brennan, former 
Marine Corps Corporal who was 
critically wounded in  Belleau 


Wood in 1918. ts entitled to $7973 
in back disability payments and 
$57.50 monthly for the next 20 
years, a total of $20,872, a jury in 
United States District Judge Davis’ 
Court decided yesterday. 

The verdict is against the 
United States Veterans’ Bureau 
and covers indemnity on Brennan's 
War Risk Insurance policy. The 
bureau had resisted payment on 
the ground that he had allowed the 
policy to lapse, and that he was 
not totally disabled as he cone 
tended. 

Brennan and three other maré« 
ines were manning a machine gun 
in Belleau Wood on June 3, 1918, 
at the opening of the Germans’ 
final drive on Paris, when a shell 
hit alongside the machine gun, 
killing the three privates and seri- 
ously wounding Brennan who suf« 
fered a crushed hand and shoulder 
and deep wounds in the skull, all 
exhibited to the jury yesterday. 

Eustace C. Wheeler, attorney for 
Brennan, contended that’ constanteé 
ly recurring attacks of dizziness 
made it impossible for Brennan to 
work. He has been receiving %50 
a month compensation, being rated 
50 per cent disabled. Fifteen Gove 
ernment witnesses, most of them 
physicians, testified Brennan was 
not totally disabled. The outcome 
of the suit yesterday will not 
directly affect the payment of 
Brennan's compensation at $50 a 
month since only’ the disability 
payment from his government in- 
surance policy was at issue.

Fills $10,000 Bond or 
Warrant. 


ALLEGED SHORTAGE 
IS PLACED AT $19,975 


As Village Treasurer, He 
Handled All Vouchers 
Both at City Hall and De- 


pository. 


Charged in a warrant with the 
embezzlement of $19,975.14 of the 
funds of the closed Tri-City State 
Bank of Madison, R. B. Studebake 
er, former caShier of the bank and 
former Village Treasurer of Madi- 
son, has furnished $10,000 bond, 
declining to comment on the charge 
against him. 

The warrant, issued on the com- 
plaint of C. 8. Schooley, president 
of the bank, was based on an audit 
by State bank examiners who fin- 
ished their work a few days ago, 
M. H. Ward, receiver of the bank, 
will co-operate in a further investi- 
gation inasmich as Studebaker, in 
the dual capacity of cashier and 
village treasurer, had the duty of 
handling all the vouchers of the 
village, both in the bank and city 
hall. 

The bank closed Sept. 3 when it 
was announced an audit was under 
way in preparation for transfer of 
the banking business to a new fi- 
nancial group. However, rumors of 
a shortage in the cashier’s accounts 
were heard and State examiners 
were called in. On Spet. 26, Presi- 
dent Schooley announced an appar- 
ent shortage had been found ig 
Studebaker’s accounts. 

The issuance of the embezzlement 
warrant is laid to the activity of ag 
organization of depositors of the 
bank, who demanded criminal pros- 
ecution. As soon as Studebake# 
learned of the formal charge he 
appeared before Police Magistrate 
Charles Sowell at Granite City ac- 
companied by three bondsmen. 
As cashier, Studebaker’s salary 
was $275 a month. He drew $50 
a month as Village Treasurer and 
$50 a month as treasurer of the 
Venice Township School Board. He 
resides at 1703 Fourth street, Mad- 
ison. 

Deposits in the bank totaled 
$295,269 and the receiver plans to 
return 25 per cent to depositors be- 
fore Christmas, if possible. Police- 
men and firemen of Madison, whose 
salaries have been in arrears bee 
cause of the closing of the bank, 
were paid Friday. City officials 
yere not willing to say, however, 
that they were certain the treas- 
arer’s accounts were correct.

said. In the early part of the year 
it suffered little loss of traffic 
except for the etrike period, but 
since about the first of June the de- 
cline has been heavier, due largely 
to the business depression. In 
number of fares this year the com- 
pany now is nearly 2,000,000 be- 
hind last year when 23,544,176 rev- 
enue passengers were carried. 

The Public Service Co.'s decline 
up to now amounts to about 24,- 
000,000 revenue riders. In the 
latest week for which figures are 
available its bus fares were 131,- 
633 as compared with 99,330 a 
year earlier, an increase of more 
than 30 per cent. 

Of these 30,588 were accounted 
for by the Vandeventer line where 
bus operation was started within 
the year as a substitute for street 
cars. In the last week street cars 
were operated on Vandeventer ave- 
nue they carried 67,583 revenue 
passengers. The bus line is short- 
er than the old street car line, the 
southern part of which is now 
served by the Sarah street cars. 

Other bus installations made in 
recent months also have helped to 
increase the total proportion of 
the Public Service Co.'s traffic 
which is carried by busses. The 
Shreve line replaced the Marcus 
and Spalding car _ lines, covering 
some additional territory and in a 
recent week took in 9822 fares com-. 
pared with 9428 from the Marcus 
and Spalding cars a year earlier. 
Busses also have replaced the Mid- 
land cars in the county. 

Recent figures show that busses 
account for 3.3 per cent of the 
Public Service Co.’s fares compared 
with 2 per cent a year ago. The

Head of East Side Packing 
Co. Testifies That ‘Mark- 
ing Tickets’ Makes for 
‘Very Bad Trading.’ 


Marketing prectices of the Pro- 
ducers’ Livestock Commission As- 
sociation anc the National Order 
Buying Co., complainants in the 
boycott hearing being conducted 
in East St. Louis by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, were criti- 
cised yesterday by Frank A. Hunt- 
er, president of the East Side 
Packing Co., who was a witness 
for the defendants. 

The 47 dealers, who have been 


ordered to show cause why their 
licenses should mot be revoked, 
have based their defense partly on 
the ground that the complainants, 
members of the Federal Farm 
Board marketing organization, em- 
ploy trade practices which justify 
refusals to deal with them. 

Livestock sates on the basis of 
“marking tickets,” and the policy 
of the Producers of granting to 
six firms regular days of the week 
on which they may have first 
choice of the Producers’ hogs, are 
the practices to which old line deal- 
ers have objected. They contend 
also that the two companies are 
affiliated so closely that they can 
exchange information which will 
work to the detriment of other 
market agencies. 

Causes “Very Bad Trading.” 

Sales by “marking tickets,’’ in 
which the price is not agreed upon 
at the time the sale is made, but 
is marked in later in accordance 
with the established price, makes 
for “very bad trading,’ Hunter 
testified. 

“If it is carried to any consider- 
able extent you may have a situa- 
tion in which a relatively small 


|number of hogs establish a markct 


value for the greater number. In 
that event either the buyer or the 
seller may suffer. Hogs of the 
Same weight are not always of the 
same quality. “When the tickets 


mi|are marked. the price is fixed by 


weight, regardless of quality. That 


is bad for the owner of good hogs. || 


and good for the owner of bad 
hogs.”’ 

The granting of preference to a 
limited number of buyers tends to 
make an unstable market, Tlunter 
said. “If the supply is short and 


ithe preferred buyer takes all the 
fstock, some may be shut off en- 


tirely. Also it is wery natural that 
the buyer who has acquired hogs 
without a definitely determined 
price, will tend to be a bear on the 
market and seek to depress the 
general price level. 

Buying in Western Markets, 

“My personal interest is against 
that sort of trading. If the first 
buyer takes all the hogs we may 
have to look elsewhere for them. 
So far this year we have purchased 
only 30 per cent of our hogs on 
this market, the others coming 
from Western markets. A few 
years ago those percentages were 
reversed.” 

Other witnesses yesterday were 
John Il. Delmore and A. P. Hens- 
ley, defendants. Both testified 
they had refused to deal with the 
Producers’ or the National com- 
pany. Both denied that any agree- 
ment to boycott the companies ex- 
isted. 

Hensley said he made up his 
mind not to deal with the National 
company when he read in news- 
papers last spring that the Farm 
Board had lent it $300,000 for ex- 
pansion of its operations. A loan 
of that amount was authorized, but 
the company drew only $50,000, 
repaid that, and borrowed $100,- 
000 from the Farm Board through 
the National Livestock Marketing 
Association. Hensley said he con- 
sidered the Government loan to 
the National company placed him 
at an upfair advantage, and he 
resolved to have nothing to do 
with the company. 

Refused to Deal With Concern. 

He told of talking to Wallace 
Potts, who became manager of the 
branch of the National company at 
this market when it was opened 
Aug. 4. “I told Potts I wouldn't 
deal with his company because of 
its connection with the Producers’ 
and because of the Farm Board 
loan,” Hensley testified. ‘I don’t 
think he denied that his company 
was connected with the Produc- 
ers’, but he offered to bet that it 


-had borrowed no money from the 


Farm Board. Finally I told him 
I would do business with him iff he 
would take the Statue of Liberty 
out of New York harbor. He said 
he didn’t think he could do that, 
and he never asked me again.”

SPOKANE, Wash., Nov. 22.—A 
time dynamite bomb was delivered 
to the Associated Press office here 
today and was taken apart by 
locksmiths and an Associated Press 
employe. The bomb had been set 
for 3:30 a. m. tomorrow morning. 

The bomb, sent in a steamer 
trunk from a Seattle, Wash., ad- 
dress and attached to an electric 
battery and a time clock, was de- 
livered to the Associated Press this 
morning by the American Railway 
Express Co. 

Cleveland Williams, Associated 
Press correspondent, .checked and 
astertained the senders’ names 
were faked and this afternoon took 
the trunk to a locksmith. The 
smith Opened the trunk and Wil- 
liams ripped the bomb apart. Two 
years ago a dynamite bomb was 
left in the entrance to the Spokes- 
man-Review building, which 
houses the Associated Press office. 
The fuse died out without igniting 
the charge.

INDIAN REVOLUTION IF 
BRITISH PARLEY FAILS 


; 
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England's Only Hope Is to Retain Limited Control 
In Form Radically Different From Anything

NEW YORK, Nov. 22. 
HE only thing that stands between India 
T and revolution is the long-heralded In- 
dian Round Table Conference. 

The parley opened by the King of England 
in Westminster represented a last resort to 
words against the background of mass pro- 
test which verges on civil war.

Behind the pageantry of empire in the

Always Near Starvation.

The native 
states, pushed away from coasts by the Brit- 
ish encirclement and confined to the less pro- 
ductive interior over a large part of the pen- 
insula, have the lowest, 101; British India, 
where industry has begun to supplement agri- 
culture on a modern scale, has the greatest 
with 226. 

However, with three-fourths of India de- 
pendent upon agricultural pursuits, the mar- 
gins of existence become narrow. indeed after 
the tax collector has gone his way. The land 
system, with its landlordism at one end and 
the over-small peasant holdings clung to tena- 
clously at the other, means grinding poverty 
most of the time. For all India, the average 
annual income per person ranges from $16 to 
$26 a year. 

Even making allowance for a practical sil- 
ver standard within India and the misery 
basis of living for the masses, taxation is bur- 
densome.

Nearly all our political questions are economic, but nations have been slow in study- 
ing them; gold fluctuations, reparations, tariffs and taxes all have international 
effects; British economist proposes International Bank at Geneva act as economic 
clearing house; urges research and education of politicians along these lines. 


TOWARD A “NEW FREEDOM” IN EDUCATION, 


The announcement that the University of Chicago 
plans to abandon the system requiring a fixed num-

only a mode of speech. It is only a method 
of moving goods and services and changing 
their ownership. It has no meaning what- 
ever in itself. 

If we reflect, therefore, that an apparent- 
ly complete financial transaction is very 
often only the beginning of an intricate 
chain of economic consequences, then we 
shall realize that the: financial aspects of in- 
ternational relations have an immense im- 
portance. We have only just begun to 
study them. We have to get behind the fig- 
ures that are in the international ledgers. 

. * - * 

Finance was formerly viscous. It did not 
move quickly or sensitively. Now it is ex- 
tremely sensitive and fluid. There is today 
available on the desk of every business man 
an international knowledge of stock mar- 
kets, that would never have been dreamed 
of before the war. : 

There are large short money markets in 
the world, not many indeed, but extremely 
sensitive to competing money rates. These 
money rates, swinging large masses of short 
money back and forth, would not affect the 
body politic or economic very much, if their 
effects would stop there. But their effecis 
do not stop there, because, under the gold 
standard which obtains throughout most of 
the civilized worid, these oscillations entail, 
for the protection of the particular coun- 
tries affected, certain definite acts, which 
very often incommode a country, or make 
it feel irked by something that has hap- 
pened elsewhere. 

The bank rate is put up in London. Some 
short money in New York is called back. 
The next thing I hear is that a New York 
stock broker has been shaking his fist in 
the face of a Britisher and telling him that 
all the New York trouble is due to London. 
Allegations and recriminations are at once 
put forward, and very often supported, by 
interested parties, and they may indeed on 
occasion be true.

fruitful sources of difficulty in internation- 
al relations. They involve these questions 
of gold and its influence on the internation- 
al situation, but all of these things, by and 
large, sooner or later bring with them ef- 
fects upon the trade mc ment of the coun- 
tries concerned. They all of them are in- 
terwoven in a most inextricable way. 

The relations between countries now, in 
their financial aspects, deal with the inter- 
est on debts; with the surplus we have avail- 
able for investment abroad and the control 
of that surplus, or the leaving of it to 
chance; with tariff walls and the possibili- 
ties of recrimination and retaliation and 
even of suicide; with questions of double 
taxation which acts like a tariff against the 
free flow of capital, and the elimination of 
double taxation which often calls for very 
farsighted and statesmaniike renunciation 
on the part of individual treasuries and bud- 
gets of debtor and creditor countries; with 
the short money peril with all the political 
allegations that may attach to it. All these 
things are important, and they all require 
study if we are to get international relations 
upon the new basis for which I ask. 


Necessary for that object are, I imagiac, 
four things. The first is some recognized 
institution or clearing house of thinking” 
through which these things can be tackled. 
I am, I hope, not foolish in believing that 
the Bank for International Settlements is 
the beginning of an institution which can 
develop into that kind of international brain 
for a more co-ordinated and thought-out 
control of these vast and hitherto ca- 
pricious forces. 

Second, is the need for two classes of 
workers; first, those who create solutions, 
the hard, analytical thinkers, the economists, 
the men in finance and business: and, sec- 
ond, the larger educated public who will not 
create solutions but will create a demand 
for them, together with the will to put them 
into force and not to obstruct them. 

The third thing that we want is to put 
the ‘cost of this kind of research—which ‘is 
so important to business and without which 
business can never be regulated on a really 
scientific and humane basis—upon business. 
It should not be supported merely by the 
energies and the pockets of a few theorista. 
Otherwise it will drag on, and if we get a 
25 per cent fall in the price level in the next 
five years in Great Britain or elsewhere, as 
we have had in the past five, you can say 
g00d-by to Young plans, Dawes plans and 
anything of that kind. It will upset all the 
contractual relations of the whole world.

Textbook Was “Bible.” 

At the time of his appearance 
here, Dr. Fuchs was hailed as the 
author of the “Bible” of the sci- 
ence of ophthalmology. This re- 
ferred to a textbook on eye dis- 
eases written in 1885. Medical au- 
thorities say it still ranks as the 
greatest ophthalmology textbook 
extant. It was also declared at 
the time that for 25 years virtual- 
ly no paper on ophthalmology had 
been written without containing 
somewhere a reference to Dr. 
Fuchs, so profound had been his 
influence upon the science. 

Last September Dr. Fuchs was 
awarded the Leslie Dana medal, 
established several years ago by a 
St. Louisian and former member of 
the Missourt Association for the 
Blind to be bestowed upon physi- 
cians who contributed most to the 
work for conservation of sight. The 
medal was awarded to Dr. Fuchs 
by the International Congress of 
Ophthalmologists at Amsterdam 
on the fiftieth anniversary of the 
publication of his book, “Causes 
and Methods of Prevention of 
Blindness.”’ The book was credited 
with pointing the way to the pres- 
ent extensive movement to pre- 
serve sight.

“No international conference of 
workers for the blind has been 
held since the World War.” Irwin 
said, “and never has one been so 
truly representative of any consid- 
erable number of vuntries. 

“Probably a greater variety of 
methods for assisting the blind may 
be found in the United States than 
in any other country. The for- 
eign delegates will make special 
trips to institutions for the blind 
in Boston, Washington, Philadel- 
phia and other nearby cities. 

“On the other hand, America has 
considerable to learn from the Eu- 
ropeans. The German system of 
compulsory employment of the 
blind in regular industrial and com- 
mercial enterprises has demonstrat- 
ed the feasibility of many occupa- 
tions for the blind which we have 
never had a chance to try out here. 

“In France the friendly attitude 
of the church has resulted in the 
employment of more than 1000 
blind organists and choir directors, 
as compared with about 25 em- 
ployed in the United States.” .

CHRISTMAS HEALTH 
SEAL CAMPAIGN 


Tuberculosis Society to Offer 
Stamps to 150,000 Fam- 
jlies to Raise Funds, 


Penny Christmas health seals, 
emblems of the nation-wide fight 
against tuberculosis, will be sent 
this week to 150,000 families in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
John B. Edwards, new president 
of the Tuberculosis and Health So- 
ciety of St. Louis, has announced. 

Work in the prevention and 
treatment of tuberculosis is carried 
on chiefly with funds raised by the 
sale of these seals. Last year, in 
addition to conducting a health 
eduction program, the local society 
operated a residential Open Air 
School and a Night and Day Rest 
Camp, and furnished eight nurses 
who made more than 31,000 visits 
to tubercular patients. The society 
does not participate in the Com- 
munity Fund. 

A mail clerk in Denmark con- 
ceived the idea of Christmas health 
seals in 1904. The idea spread to 
the United States and in the first 
sale in 1907 raised $3000. Last 
year 1600 state and city organiza- 
tions raised $5,536,000 through the 
sale of seals. 

Since the first Christmas seal was 
sold in this country the national 
death rate from tuberculosis has 
decreased from 178 to 76 persons 
in the 100,000. 

In 1907 there were only 20 or- 
ganizations to combat tuberculosis, 
no camps and only a few hospitals 
for its treatment. Now there are 
600 sanitariums, providing 73,000 
beds, more than 7000 public health 
nurses engaged in tuberculosis 
work, more than 1000 open air 
schools for children, and 1066 per- 
manent and 2615 temporary tuber- 


culosis clinics throughout the 
country.

Notre Dame, held scoreless for 
three periods, and with the game 
apparently destined to.end in a 
scoreless tie, suddenly exploded its 
irresistable force and crashed over 
with two touchdowns, barely miss- 
ing a third, while a crowd of 6).- 
000 spectators sat dumbfounded at 
the amazing finish. Northwestern, 
forcing Notre Dame to the defen- 
sive in the first and second periods, 
missed two marvelous opportunitics 
to score. Costly fumbles, with the 
ball inside Notre Dame's 10-yard 
line, ruined both chances. 

Better Team Won. 

The game was contested bitterly

VS. THE SCREEN By Rod LaRocque 


HEN I returned from Holly- 
W 003 to New York to enter 

on rehearsals for “Cherries 
Are Ripe,’’ I was asked quite fre- 
quently how I compared the stage 
and the screen as fields in which 
to practice the arts of Thespis. Or 
more plainly, did I prefer the -le- 
gitimate theater, to which I was 
returning, to moving pictures, 
from whence I had come, as the fa- 


vored playground for my profes- 
sion—if either is a playground, I 


should hate to see their workshop. 
I suppose that I should have had 


a glib answer on the tip of my 
tongue and my conclusions already 
formulated, inasmuch as I had had

Stage prior to embarking on 


picture career which has held me 
these last seven years. Fact of the 
matter is, though, that I have never 
before attempted to analyze the 
matter in black on white and so, 
the pros and cons of the case wil] 
be set down before you, extem- 
poraneously, just as they occur to 
me.

Bond Issue of $7,500,000 Con-. 
sidered by Council in 
Detroit.

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 22.— 


Proving ground for so many of the 


nation’s motor cars, this vicinity) 
now seems destined to become the 
proving ground for an idea that: 
may vitally affect their use. That 
is the implication in the request 
this week for the Detroit City Coun- 
cil’s approval of a $7,500,000 bond 
issue to construct underground 
parking areas for automobiles. 

Four underground garages are 
Proposed, to provide’ short-time 
parking space for 12,000 to 18,000 
vehicles in the shopping district of 
the city. The four contemplated 
sites are under Cadillac Square, 
Grand Circus Park, Washington 
boulevard and Madison avenue. 

By way of testing the theory that 
this is a way of disposing of the | 
downtown parking problem. it is 
proposed that the Cadillac Square 
garage be built first. It is this 
Square on which the City Hall is 


located. The cost of building this 
proposed garage is estimated at 
$1,500,000. A daily revenue of 


$856, netting a $26,000 profit on a 
300-day year, which would retire 
the bonds issued to cover construc- 
tion within 10 years, is predicted by 
advocates of the idea. 

A feature of the plan is a pro- 
posal to build tunnels for pedes- 
the sidewalk and 
fronting on the proposed storage 
areas. These tunnels would pro-

Chevrolet, Fisher 
Plants in St. Louis 


Expanding Forces 


Expect to "Employ 4500 by 
Dec. 1, Regional Sales Man- 
ager Gilpin Says. 


Workers are being recalled te 
the plants of the Chevrolet Motor 
Co. and the Fisher Body Corpora- 
tion in St. Louis as rapidly as pro- 
duction of the new Chevrolets can 
be speeded up to make room for 


them. Both plants are expected to 
be working at normal production 
speed by Jan. 1, it is announced by 


A. W. L. Gilpin, regional sales. 
manager. Employes who were laid 
off during the summer and early 
fall are being put at work first. 

Gilpin said that the two plants, 
which normally employ about 
6000, should be working at three- 
quarters capacity by Dec. 1, which 
will mean a force of some 4500 
men. He said also that the plants 
have been unable thus far to fill 
orders for new Chevrolets as fast 
as received, because of the time re- 
quired to get the employes work- 
ing at highest efficlency as there 
have been so many improvements 
in the bodies. 

Wages in both plants are being 
maintained, Gilpin stating that the 
minimum for workmen in the fac- 
tories is 42 cents an hour. A few 
superanuated or partly incapaci- 
tated employes are being paid 35 
cents an hour. The average for 
workmen is 55 cents an hour,.semi- 
skilled men averaging 77 cents, 
while top pay is 90 cents in the

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BUILDING TRADES BACK 
HOME FINANCING PLAN 


Sears, Roebuck Scheme _ Ex- 
pected to Give Jobs to 60 
Pct. of Idle Workmen. 


The Building Trades Council is 
pushing the home financing plan 
announced by Sears, Roebuck & Co. 
last January, in an effort to revive 


the building industry in St. Louis 
and supply jobs for about 60 per 
cent of the 18,000 workmen in the 
council who are now idle. 

If the campaign is only moder- 
ately successful it will result in the 
empioyment of hundreds of build- 
ing mechanics, and, in addition, 
will give work to others needed in 
the manufacture of building ma- 
terials, heating appliances and 
house furnishings, Maurice J. Cas- 
sidy, secretary of the Building 
Trades Council, points out. 

Cassidy calls attention to recent 
statistics of the Department of 
Commerce showing the money 
spent in building a house is distrib- 
uted into 18 channels. More than 
half the amount is spent for wages 
of workmen and contractors’ and 
architects’ fees, and is money that 
is soon put in circulation for the 
necessities of life. 

The Sears, Roebuck plan is an 
offer to persons owning a lot to 
finance the construction of a house, 
which may be paid off on monthly 
installments over a period of 15 
years. Payments are made like 
rent and are as low as $25 a month 
in some cases. Interest is at the 
rate of 6 per cent and there are no 
commissions or mortgage renewal 
charges. The home owner has 108 
home plans to choose from, or may 
employ his own architect. Na- 
tionally advertised building materi- 
als are used. The Seats-Roebuck 
Co. announced it had $100,000,000 
available to develop the plan 
throughout the United States. 
Financing of alterations and re- 
pairs may also be obtained through 
Sears-Roebuck. Persons interested 
in the plan may obtain additional 
information through the local 
Sears-Roebuck office, 786 Arcade 
Building, or at the Building Trades 
Council.

DETAILED PLANS ANNOUNCED 
FOR NEW MART BUILDING 


1000 Workers to Find Employment—Con- 
struction Expected to Increase Activity 
in Plaza District. 


A period of great construction 
activity in the Memorial Plaza 
district will follow the letting of 
bids for the superstructure of the 
$5,000,000, 21-story St. Louis Mart 
and Terminal Warehouse building, 
which is to take place this week. 
At its peak the Mart construction 
is expected to employ 1000 work- 
ers. The foundation, embracing 


most of the block bounded by 
Twelfth boulevard, Spruce, Poplar 
and Thirteenth streets, has been 
completed. 

At the same time, a committee 
has been named to make an effort 
to speed construction of the new 
$3,500,000 Federal building, facing 
Memorial Plaza, and the new Post- 
office Annex, in the district east 
of Union Station. The members of 
the committee, named by Mayor 
Miller Friday, are Charles Nagel, 
Lewis W. Baldwin and August A. 
Busch. 

Also, the city administration’s 
decision, to hasten work on the 
clearing of Memorial and Aloe 
plazas, is a further promise of ac- 
tivity and employment for labor 
in this particular region. 

Detailed Building Plans. 

Detailed announcement of plans 
for the Mart was made yesterday 
by W. J. Knight & Co., engineers 
and supervisors, and Preston J. 
Bradshaw, architect. 

“The building,” says this an- 
nouncement, “will be of monu- 
mental type and of outstanding ar- 
chitectural design, blending ad- 
mirably with the skyline of mag- 
nificent structures which, in’ the 
near future, will surround Memo- 


body a modern adaptation of 
bronze and plate glass _ fronts, 
flanked by ample piers of dark 
granite for full height of the first 
story and surmounted by an har- 
monious unit of projecting pilasters 
with recessed spanirels of artistic 
design and terra cotta and hand- 
carved ornamentations of Indiana 
limestone.

The stair treads 
and platforms are of pink Tennes- 
see marble, while the stair risers 
are of Pyrenees black. 

“All floors in the Mart and of- 
fice section of the building are to 
be of cement and trap rock with 
machine grcund surfaces.

Eight of 
the cities, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Kansas City, Mo., Oklahoma City, 
Long Beach, Cal., San Antonio, 
Tex., Wichita, Kan., and Dearborn, 
Mich., beat October, 1928, while 16 
cities forged ahead of September, 
1930, namely, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Boston, Detroit, Kansas City, Mo.; 
San Francisco, Washington, Okla- 
homa City, Long Beach, Cal., San 
Antonio, Seattle, Wichita, Kan.; 
Yonkers, Tulsa, Atlanta, Ga., and 
Dearborn; Mich. 

The Straus index of building per- 
mits. for October, 1930, was 45.2. 
This compares unfavorably with an 
index of 53.8 for September, 1930, 
and 74.8 for October, 1929. This 
is the lowest point that the index 
has reached since February of this 
year.

BUILDING GAINS IN. 
KANSAS CITY AREA 


More Than 100 Pct. Increase 
for October but Major Part 
Is in Public Works. 


New. building and engineering 
contracted for in the Kansas City 
territory (Western Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Nebraska) dur- 
ing last month reached a total of 
$22,147,100, according to F. W. 
Dodge Corporation. This figure 
compares with $9,883,900 for Sep- 
tember, 1930 (an increase of more 
than 100 per cent), and $18,731,000 
for October, 1929. Analysis of the 
October, 1930, record showed $13,- 
042,300 for public works and util- 
ities; $5,821,000 for nonresidential 
buildings, and $3,283,800 for resi- 
dential buildings. Of the non- 
residential group, $2,515,400 was 
for commercial buildings, $984,000 
for industrial plants, $878,300 for 
educational buildings and $1,443,- 
300 for all other types of non- 
residential buildings. During the 
first 10 months of this year there 
was $273,255,300 worth of con- 
tracts led for new construction in 
this district, as against $231,974,- 
000 for the first 10 months, 1929. 

Construction contracts awarded 


in Western Missouri in October 
totaled $11,921,400, as compared 
with $1,391,900 for September, 


1930, and $5,111,800 for October 
of last year. Included in-the Oc- 
tober, 1930, record were $9,998,- 
300 for public works and utilities, 
$1,554,100 for nonresidential build- 
ings and $369,000 for residential 
buildings. During the past 10 
months of this year there was 
$75,919,100 worth of new building 
and engineering started in this 
area, while the total for the corre- 
sponding 10 months of last year 
amounted to $72,994,600. 

New building and engineering 
work started in October in Greater 
Kansas City reached a total of $1,- 
882,400 during last month, as 
against $645,800 for September, 
1930, and $2,995,200 for October, 
1929. *€nalysis of the October. 
1930, record showed the following 
distribution, $1,200,200 for nonresi- 
dential buildings, $438,200 for pub- 
lic works and utilities and $244,000 
for résidential buildings. New 
construction contracted for’ since 
the first of this year in Greater 
Kansas City reached a _ total of 
$29,321,400, while the total for tha 
corresponding period of 1929 was 
$34,854,400. 

The State of Texas had $9,392,- 
600 in contracts for new building 
and engineering work during the 
last month. The above figure com- 
pares with $12,941,300 for Septem- 
ber, 1930, and $19,471,000 for Oc- 
tober, 1929. Analysis of the Octo- 
ber, 1930, record showed that $3,- 
567,300 had been invested in the 
construction of residential build- 
ings, $3,417,400 for nonresidential 
buildings, and $2,407,900 for pub- 
lic works and utilities. Of the non- 
residential group $1,164,900 was 
for commercial buildings, $304,000 
for educational buildings, $250,600 
for industrial plants and $1,697.900 
for all other types of nonresiden- 
tia] structures. During the past 10 
months there was $171,132,800 
worth of contracts awarded for 
new construction work in this 
State as against $192,791,000 for 
the first 10 months of 1929.

In time he found two producers, Carl Reed and Eliza- 
beth Marbury, who were enthusiastic enough to combine their 
resources for the purpose of importing Bhaduri, and Elliot 
was given the task of going to India to make the arrange- 
ments to bring them over. There were many difficulties 
in the way and much red: tape to be cut because of 
the turbulent conditions in India, but the Government 
finally gave Bhaduri and his company passports, on 
condition that none of them would discuss Indian pol- 
itics while in America. 

Sisir Kumar Bhaduri is a high-caste Brahmin 
of pale complexion for a Hindu, scarcely as dark 
as a European of the Latin races. He is 40 years 
old, six feet in height and has never worn Western 
garb but, like Tagore. wears the pic- 
turesque linen and silken garments, the 
turban and the draperies of his race. His 
first name is pronounced Sisher and 

means, in Sanskrit, dewdrops. His 

middle name is pronounced as 

written and means. prince, or 

youth.

Soon Bhaduri was starred 
by the Madan Theatrical Syndicate, 
which controls a chain of about 1000 
theaters and motion picture houses 
throughout India.

Bhaduri, an actor-manager, and 
therefore interested in both the busi- 
ness and artistic side of the theater, 
notices many striking differences be- 
tween the American method of produc- 
ing plays and his own.

There is no formal censorship of the theater in 
India, and the question of what sex matters may or 
may not be touched on in the drama has never come 
up as an issue. As a matter of fact, the Hindu drama 
deals very freely with sex matters, and the courtesan 
often appears on the stage as an admirable char- 
acter, much as she did in the ancient Greek and 
Roman plays. On the other hand, it is regarded 
as a serious breech of good taste to show women 
scantily attired, except for the Nautch dancers, 
jand they don't begin to approach the nudity of 
the chorines in the big Broadway revues. Indeed,

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RANK H. BUCK is 
engaged in one of 
the strangest 
trades in_ the 
world. He is the 
man who goes to 
all the far places 
of the earth and 
brings back the 
beasts and the 
birds and the reptiles that live in the 
deep jungle and the remote swamp. 
He is a merchant in apes and pea- 
cocks and such odd and curious 
living forms. When you've stood be- 
fore something in the zoo or circus 
that looked like nothing so much as 
an animal that somebody had made 
up for a joke, you've probably asked 
the question, ‘‘Now how in the world 
did that thing get here?’’ And it is 
nine chances to one that Frank Buck 
is the answer. 

For he has supplied the New York, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis and other 
metropolitan zoos for years with their 
rarest and finest specimens. Buck 
helped to plan the Dallas, Texas, zoo 
and then went out and got most of 
the animals. He has been principal 
purveyor to the two or three larges: 
circuses in the country, notably the 
Al G. Barnes all-animal show. 

“Buck is a remarkable man,” says 
George Vierheller, director of the 
St. Louis Zoological Gardens. “If we 
decided tomorrow that we wanted 
some rare specimen,-Buck would prob- 
ably be the man we would cable.”’ 

Travelers on the Pacific have heard 
Buck's fabulous tales——he’s crossed 
40 times. Other adventurers, such as 
Roy Chapman Andrews, the anthro- 
pologist who goes to the Gobi desert 
and elsewhere in search of = such 
trifles as dinosaur eggs, have listened 
in amazement to his narratives. Thev 
persuaded him to write them down. 
In ‘“‘Bring ‘Em Back. Alive’ (Simon 
and Schuster), with the aid of Ed- 
ward Anthony, Buck has done just 
this. 

The mere list of animals he has 
brought back from across the Pacific 
in overwhelming——39 elephants; 60 
tizers, Royal Bengal, Malayan and 
Manchurian; 62 leopards, 52 orang- 
utans, 31 eibbon apes, more than 
3000 monkeys of different varieties; 
120 Asiatic antelopes and deer, 11 
camels, 40 kangaroos and walla- 
bies: two Indian rhinoceroses, 
the rarest and most valuable 
animals in America at 
present; two giraffes, 40 
bears, Himalayan black 
bears and Indian 
sloth bears; 90 large 
pythons, one king 
cobra, the largest 
ever captured 
alive; five giant 
monitor lizards, 15 
crocodiles; 
more than  100,- 
OVO birds, ranging 
from the big os- 
trich-like cassowaries 
o! the Panpan Islands 
down to Austrian finch- 
cs as small as humming- 
birds, and including cocka- 
toos, parrots, birds of Para- 
dise, swans, cranes, peafowl, 
Himalayan song-thrushes and many 
rare pheasant species.

Buck began 
as an amateur col- 
lector of birds. His 
amateur interest soon 
became a business that 
has occupied him for more 
than 20 years. It is obvious 
tirtat he gets a great kick out of 
the work which must be some com- 
pensation when delicate assets perish 
en route from Singapore to San Fran- 
cisco,.and each assignment is liable 
to turn into an adventure of the first 
magnitude. Take the time he was as- 
signed by Dr. Hornaday of the New 
York zoo and Dr. Penrose of the Phil- 
adelphia zoo to bring back two Indian 
rhinos. He had other commissions, 
too, for his business at this time had 
become very large. The St. Louis zoo 
had ordered a collection of Indian 
waders, cranes, storks, flamingoes, and 
some gibbons and antelopes. There was 
the contract with the city of Dallas for 
a whole zoo and an order from Al G. 
Karnes for three elephants, two tigers, 
two tapirs and two orang-utans. 


HESE last were in the regular 

line of business, comparatively 
simple orders to execute. But not 

the Indian rhinos. Buck knew that the 
only survivors of this rare species were 
in the little independent Indian state 
of Nepal in the foothills of the Hima- 
layas. He also knew that there thev 
were royal game, only the Maharajah 
of Nepal being allowed to shoot them. 
He succeeded in getting the confi- 
dence of General Shum Shere of Nepal 
who chanced to be in Calcutta. The 
General agreed to carry on telegraphic 
negotiations with the despotic Mahara- 
jah. Buck, who has always had phe- 
nomenal luck, got a break——the rhinos 
were trampling the rice fields at a cer- 
tain plantation, arousing the indigna- 
tion of native owners. After repeat- 
ed telegrams had been exchanged the 
ruler of Nepal finally agreed to let 
Buck have two specimens for $12.- 
(00. The figure was high, for, as 
Buck points out, it wasn’t the initial 
cost alone that would cut into poten- 
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tial profits but the 
upkeep for the two 
rhinos on a 16,000- 
mile journey. He 
agreed finally and 
went off on a collect- 
ing trip, arranging to 
return to Calcutta for 
word from General 
Shum Shere, a noted 
hunter, who was to 
lead the search in 


person. 
After a journey 
through Burma, 


down the Malay 
Peninsula to Singa- 
pore, and a jaunt in- 
to the United Prov- 
inces, he returned to 
Calcutta to find word 
from General Shum 
Shere that two fine 
rhino calves, one 
weighing a ton and 
the other a ton and a 
quarter, awaited him 
some 300 miles beyond the 
rail head in the interior of 
Nepal. The General was 
coming to Calcutta to in- 
struct Buck in the ways and 
means of getting two and a 
quarter tons of rhinoceros back to 
civilization. The General came 
and, incidentally, explained 
how the animals were 
captured. Two-mother 
rhinos were killed, as 
it was known that 
the calf would 
stand over the 
body, regard- 
less of what 
came, until de- 
composition 
set in. He sur- 
rounded the 
young-=_i rhino, 
with a barrier 
of ropes, 
stretched taut 
by several hun- 
dred natives. 
_ Against this the fren- 
zied animal could fling 
itself without danger of 
injury... Around the rope 
inclosure was built a log stock- 
ade and when the rhino had quieted 
down a bit, he was turned into this. 
Later the animals were transferred to 
cages and taken to the hunter’s camp. 
General Shum Shere on arrival in Cal- 
cutta, announced to Buck that he 
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would have to take the purchase price 
of 36,000 rupees ($12,600) with him 
in cash to Nepal and pay it when the 
rbinos were delivered. This in itself 
represented a danger, for Buck re- 
marks that in certain outlying prov- 
inces in India there are bandits will- 
ing to murder the traveler just for 
practice. But Shum Shere was firm, 
no other -arrangement was possible. 
With his native assistant, Lal, Buck 
Started for Rauxal, the rail head. 
Twenty hours out of Calcutta on the 
train they came to a crossing of the 
River Ganges. It happened to be in 
one of its periodical flaods. Rail of- 
ficials told them it would be at least 
a month before they could cross with 
freight. Then came a difficult deci- 
sion. Buck had a great horde of ani- 
mals of every kind and description in 
his compound at Singapore, and oth- 
ers waited at one or. two stops on the 
way. They were in the. hands of 
native attendants. Should he wait for 
the Ganges to subside and be certain 
of getting his rhinos or should he’ go 
to Singapore and sail for Frisco with

return to India? After he had suc- 
ceeded in getting a messenger to the 
Maharajah of Nepal and a reply that 
the rhinos were in excellent condition 
and would be held for him, he left 
for Calcutta, got his animals aboard 
a ship at Singapore and came back 
across the Pacific, It was the biggest 
colleétion ever got together aside from 
those contained in the very largest 
zoos. He disposed of all his trophies, 
called on Dr. Hornaday and a few 
weeks later was back in India. 

Again he started out for the lonp 
rail journey to Rauxal, at the. boun- 
daries of Nepal, with some 50,000 
rupees strapped in a belt around his 
waist. With Lal he reached the re- 
mote camp where a native major was 
in charge. This gentleman proved 
very surly and officious. Before the 
beasts were moved at all he de- 
manded the 35,000 rupees, 
whereas the agreement 
with Shum Shere had 
called for payment 
upon delivery at 
the rail head, 
The situation be- 

gan to look a 

little ugly. The

“I propose to take the Prince 
to one of your estates in the 
mountains, Majesty, and let him 
live, play, work and sleep out- 
doors,’’ the old doctor explained. 

“He will abandon all meticine 
and medical treatment, and the 
subject of his. health will be 
barred in conversation and in let- 
ters from the family. This fresh 
air treatment will commence grad- 
ually, of course. The Prince must 
also give up his special diet, and 
simply eat any good, healthy food 
he cares for, particularly milk and 
eggs.

The use of red 
brick, however, in place of stucco has 
sumewhat modified the modernist ap- 


pearance of these buildings, relating 
them to the older buildings which 
were also of brick. .

In 1927 he 
reported isolation of an organism 
which he called bacterium granulosis, 
and which he had found in four out 
of five patients. 


bacillus, he produced in them an 

eye disease resembling the tra- 
choma of human beings. When 
Noguchi died soon after his announce- 
ment, he left for subsequent investi- 
gators two difficult problems: Is 
bacterium granulosis the § inciting 
micro-organism of trachoma?

In the hundreds of cultures which 
Dr. Bengtson has made of organisms 
taken from the eyes of trchoma suf- 
ferers she has not found the germ re 
ported by Noguchi. This might con- 
vince the unscientific that bacterium 
granulosixs is not a universal factor 
in trachoma.

Dr. Bengtson inoculated monkeys 
with the bacterium granulosis, and 
found that some of them developed 
sore eyes with grapulations on the in 
side of the lid similar to those in tre- 
choma; also that the ailment was 
transmitted from the inoculated eye to 
the other. But the malady which ap- 


e 


peared in the monkeys could not be 
identified certainly as the equivalent 
of human trachoma. Similarly, inocu- 
lation of monkeys with germs taken 
from trachoma patients at Rolla failed 
to produce unmistakably the disease 
in the animals. That again, in Dr. 
Bengtson’s view, proves chiefly that 
more inoculations are needed. Her 
pusition is that her experiments have 
not given her scientific basis for either 
confirming or disputing Noguchi’s 
theory. 

A good deal of Dr. Bengtson’s work 
here has been the study of inclusion 
bodies, minute organisma which are 
found in substance taken from the 
eyes of some trachoma victims. They 
are under suspicion of playing a sig 
nificant part in the disease. Dr. 
Bengtson has described the inclusion 
bodies in various stages, traced their 
development, and advanced the theory 
that they are bacterial in character. 
Her findings are given in a pamphlet 
issued by the United States Public 
Health Service. She made a report 
on her work with Noguchi's bacillus 
at the conference of the National So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Blindness 
last year. 

While Dr. Bengtson and other bac- 
teriologists are working to isolate the 
vital germ of trachoma with the hope, 
once that is done, of devising a cura- 
tive serum, a fairly successful fight 
is being waged against the disease 
with the means available. The means 
are educational, medical and surgical. 
The education consists principally of 
ieaching people of trachoma-infested 
regions to observe ordinary rules of 
hygiene, such as discontinuing the use 
of a common family towel througir 
which the infection is spread, and 
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eating proper food to assist the bodv 
in resisting disease. The medical 
treatment used by Dr. J. E. Smith, 
medical officer in charge of the Holla 
hospital, is to treat the eyes once a 
day with silver nitrate solution or cop 
per sulphate or argyrol, and seyeral 
times a day with boric acid solution 
after removing some of the  in- 
fected tissue from the inside of 
the eveid. When the lids are suffi- 
ciently scarred over to prevent new 
follicles——the red eruptions which ir 
ritate the eyeball—-from forming, t' 
patient begins using a zine solution 
Sometimes surgical operations are 
necessary.

Cornyn touched on this recently in 
a series of lectures in St. Louis and 
later amplified for the writer the ac- 
counts of his researches into this 


-“lost’” language. He had with him a 


volume of the translation he has made 
from the Aztec, just issued. The book 
is really a text book, intended for the 
use of his summer school classes in 
the Mexican National University. But 
it is far more than this, for it is really 
poetry itself, the strangely beautiful 
“Song of Quetzalcoatl’’ and _ others 
translated into English trochaics. 

In 1920, more or less by chance, 
Cornyn tame upon facsimile copies of 
sixteenth century documents found in 
the archives of Spain. . They were 
manuscripts made by the Aztec con- 
verts and the early missionaries. For 
centuries ft had been thought they 
were lost. But some scholar, more in- 
dustrious than others, ferreted them 
out of the enormous mass of docu- 
ments in Madrid that relate to the 
new world. Like other scholars, Cor- 
nyn assumed at first that these writ- 
ings had nothing to do with Mexico 
before the conquest. But he soon de- 
veloped definite evidence to prove that 
this was the lvst literature of a lost 
people. 

The Aztecs, to be sure, had an al- 
phabet of sorts before the coming of 
the Spaniards. But it was composed 
of very crude hieroglyphics, really pic- 
tographs, in which only the simplest 
single facts could be stated. It was 
even charged after the first documents 
in the improvised Aztec alphabet sup- 
plied by the conquerors were found in 
Spain that they had been prompted 
by the priests after the conquest. Cor- 
nyn has been able to disprove this to 
the satisfaction of scholars. 

“These ancient epic poems and

this correspondent reports that the 
performance differs in only a few 
particulars from our own. Unlike 
the Chinese drama, women’s roles are 
played by women. The acting is like 
our own, and does not consist of a 
series of formalized gestures, such as 
characterizes the art of Mei Lan-Fangeg. 
The dialogue is Bengali, a recent de- 
velopment, for in the ancient Hindu 
drama the leading characters spoke 
Sanskrit, only the minor characters 
speaking Bengali. The leading char- 
acters are usually great rulers or gods 
or demi-gods, for many of the Hindu 
dramas are based on episodes taken 
from the great Hindu epics, such as 
the Ramayana. ‘‘Sita,’’ the first 
play for the New York visit, is the 
story of the loyalty and self-sacrifice 
of Sita, who was the wife of Rama, 
a great ruler famous in Hindu 
mythology. The next play, ‘‘Nadar 
Shah” is based on the adventures 
of a seventeenth century Mogul con- 
queror. Another one in his repertory 
is “The Toy Cart,’ a play of domestic 
life. In these plays Bhaduri himself 


-eollaborated with Hindu writers in 


adapting them to modern usage. In 
all these plays there ure symbolic mu- 
sical interludes, rendered on Hindu 
instruments, and the Nautch girls fre- 
quently appear with their symbolic 
dancing and chanting. Bhaduri 
brought his own scenery with him and 
a company of native musicians.

all consolation, eating only enough to 
keep alive.

He bought it 
of an old Sakai, these strange people 
who are descendants of the aboriginal 
possessors of the Malay Peninsula. 

Buck took it back to Singapore in 
the rickety box the native had built 
for it. When a fine new box with a 
plate-glass slide had been constructed. 
he sent one ot his helpers for the 
snake. The boy stumbled, sprawled 
full length, letting the box fall and 
jarring the bottom out. As the 
cobra freed itself, the two Malay help- 
ers scrambled for the highest points 
of safety. Buck had the presence of 
mind to strip off his coat and fling it 
down on the snake. Then what was 
literally a wrestling match with the 
king cobra follow, Buck fighting: to 
keep the great head safely smothered. 
The frightened boys got up nerve 
enough to come to his aid after a time 
and the deadly snake was got into the 
box in which it was to journey across 
the ocean. In repeated instances he 
has endangered his own life in order 
to save a valuable specimen. It 
took a long, patient struggle to re- 
capture the leopard that escaped on 
shipboard. And the way in which he 
got a man-eating tiger out of a deep 
pit and into a cage sounds a little bit 
like one of the labors of Hercules. 

While Buck presents no figures on 
profit and loss, the reader “conciudes 
that the margin of gain in the animal- 
collecting business is slight. But the 
bright face of danger has apparentls 
an irresistible appeal for Buck and so 
there are compensations, numerous 
compensations, that outweigh the ab- 
sence of great material profit.
